Vancouver, B. C., June 7.—The 


burial of Bishop Durien, who for 
twenty-five years worked among the 
natives of British Columbia, was the 
occasion of a remarkable scene. Sur- 
rounding the bier were 5,000 Indians 
chanting a death song in the native 
guttural 
tongue, 
swaying 
their 


bodies in unison to measured strains 
of music, while on an elevation, in 
the rear of the catafalque, the cruci- 
fixion of Christ was being enacted, 
a lay figure representing the Savior 
being lowered from the cioss by In- 
dians dressed in vestments of Bibli- 
cal character.

quasi-public concerns 


which relaxes or destroys competi- 
tion is unlawful on the giouncl of 
public policy, and that the charter ot 
the offending company may be re- 
voked as a penally. 


The decision, which was wiitten by 


Judge Jordan, is of a peculiai intei- 
e&t to Indiana, though of first im- 
portance

entire 
countiy. 


Though the anti-trust law pnscd by 
the last legislatuie may be inopeia- 
tive, the court has plainly indicated 
how to obtain desired reliei, and tl-e 
attorney general, who has been p'an- 
ning a vigoious anti-trust campaign 
will probably laigely base his couna 
upon this luling. 


CAN TAKE AWAY CHARTEBS 
The decision was rendered upon a 


case appealed from the Jay county 
circuit court.

These companies operated in the city 
of Portland, and furnished natural 
gas to consumers. It appeals that 
they en'teied into a^i agieement to

The prosecuting attorney brought 


suit to forfeit the imperative pow-

against the people and were abusing 
the rights confeired by the state.

"The authorities affirm as a general 


rule that if the act complained of, by 
its results will restrict or stifle com- 
petition, the law will regard such an 
act as incompatible with public pol- 
icy without any proof of evil intent 
on the pait of the actor or actual in- 
juiy to the public" 


MUNICIPAL RIGHTS. 


Turning 
to the question 
of the 


city's rights as distinguished from 
those of the state, as all corporations 
affect the public, the court lays down 
some principles regarding the grant- 
ing- of franchises that are significant 
in their definitions. 
By these it is 


declared that one company was given 
lights by the city after certain lights 
had been gi anted to another, and 
that these second privileges or lights 
must have been contened because it 
was assumed that some advantages 
would acoiue to the people. On this 
point the couit says: 


"It will not be umeasonable to pre- 


sume that one of the objects upon the 
pait of the city of Portland in giant- 
ing pel mission to the Citizen's Gas 
company to lay its pipes and mains 
along and under the streets of that 
city, after it had awarded the same 
lights to appellee, was that 
theie 


might be a reasonable and fair com 
petition between thse two companies. 
That the people of the city wl. > de- 
sired to become consumers ot 
gas 


were, by the agieement in question, 
clepnvetl of the benefits that might 
icsult to them from competitor! be- 
tween the two companies, certainly 
cannot be successfully denied. 
DETRIMENTAL TO THE PUBLIC. 


"The exclusion of competition un- 


der the agreement redounded solelj 
to the benefit of appellee and the 
company, and the entorcement of the 
compact would be nothing less than 
detiimental to the public. By unit- 
ing in this agreement appellee disa- 
bled, or at least professed to have 
disabled, itself from the performance 
of its implied duties to furnish gas 
impartially to all, and thereby made 
public accommodations subservient 
to its own piivate interests. 


"The agreement 
in controversy 


evidently could serve, so far as the 
public was conceined, no other pur- 
pose than a restriction upon compe- 
tition and created at least a basis for 
n monopoly. The law,as we have seen, 
is inimical to monopolies, and recog- 
nizes the rig-lit of the public to have 
the benefit of a fan and healthy com- 
petition. That by entering into this 
agreement and cairyng it into execu- 
tion appellee violated the law and 
clearly abused the rights and powers 
conferred upon it by the state, and 
may be said to have offended against 
the law of its creation, there can be

The court discusses the powers .~on- 


ferred by the state through its cor- 
porate franchises and says that al-

the right to do so when the corpora- 
tions are abusing the powers con- 
ferred by the state by tinning those 
powers against its citizens. Judge 
Joidan then adds: 


"When the state seeks to destroy 


the life of an incorporated body it is 
required to show some grave miscon- 
duct—some act, at least, by which it 
has offended tlie law of its creation, 
or something mateiial which tends 
to produce injury to the public, and 
not merely that which effcets only 
piivate interests, for which other ad- 
equate remedies are piovided. 


"Where, however, tlie facts disclose 


that a coiporation has failed in the 
discharge of its corparate duties by 
uniting with others m carrying out 
the agreement the peifoimance ot 
which is detrimental or injuiious to 


no question. 


"Such an illegal act or agreement 


upon the part of a corporation like 
appellee cannot be permitted to over- 
ride the law, and it was the manifest 
duty of the state to interfere, as it 
has done, and call it to account. And 
if the cliaige made is established a 
deserved 
penalty ought to be in- 


flicted." 


THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 


Brussels, June 7.—Dr. Leydes, the 


European 
representative 
of 
the 


Transvaal, has received an official 
dispatch from Pretoria confirming 
the report of the failure of President 
Kruger and the British high com- 
missioner, Sir Alfred Milne, to reach 
an agreement at ths conference just 
held at Bloemfontein. It is added 
that although President Kruger of- 
iered important concessions he made 
them contingent upon the British ac- 
ceptance of the principle of arbitra- 
tion on the differences existing be- 
tween Great Britain and the Trans- 
vaal. This great Britain heretofore 
has 
invariably 
refused, 
on 
the 


ground that it would be an acknowl- 
edgment of the equalities of the two 
countries. 


According to the despatch received 


by Dr. Leydes, President Kruger pro- 
posed that a sojourn of two years be 
necessary for naturalization and that 
the full franchise be acquirable five 
years later; coupled with property 
and other qualifications. 
The Brit- 


ish high commissioner regarded the 
proposal as insufficient and made a 
counter proposal. President Kruger, 
it is further asserted, intends to sub- 
mit both proposals to the Volksraad, 
subject to the favorable decision of 
Great Britain relative to arbitration. 


A DEWEY STORY DENIED. 


Chicago, June 7.—The statement 


that Admiral Dewey had arranged 
to visit Chicago in October seems to 
have been inaccurate. 
Private in- 


formation from the white house and 
Heniy C. Payne, of Milwaukee, has 
been received indicating that there 
have been no arrangements for such 
a visit. 


CAUSES ANXIETY. 


London, June 7.—The report of the 


breaking down of the Bloemfontein 
negotiations has created considerable 
anxiety in political and official cir- 
cles, and there is much speculation 
as to the next move of the British 
government. While Great Britain 
probably does not mean war, it is 
generally thought that, at any rate, 
there will be military preparations.

HANGED FOR A FOUL CRIME, 


WIKEBACK EXECUTED AT LAN- 


CASTER, PA. 


Paid the Death Penalty for 
the 


Atrocious Murder of Banker 


Landis at Canestoga. 


Lancaster, Pa., June 7,—Rivlph W. 


Wireback, the- murderer of' D. B. 
Limdis, was hanged in the jail yard 
this morning in the presence of sev- 
eral hundred persons. 
The drop fell 


at 10:15 arid life was pronounced ex- 
tinct fifteen minutes later. This was 
the first execution in this county 
since 1858, when two negroes were 
lianged for a most revolting murder, 
although there have been a number 
of convictions of murder in the first 
degree during that period. Contrary 
to expectation there was no scene or 
wild demonstration made by Wire- 
back, who walked quietly on the 
scaffold and died without .1 struggle. 
After eating supper last evening 
Wireback said he was prepared to 
meet death. 


The crime for which Ralph Wire- 


back was hanged today was the 
murder, on April 7th, 189S, of David 
B. Landis, president of the Conestoga 
National bank. 
Wireback occupied 


a house owned by Landis and which 
the latter sold. Wireback refused to 
vacate the premises, claiming that 
lie had a verbal agreement with Lan- 
dis which gave him the option of 
retaining the house another year. 
Proceedings were instituted, and a 
constable repaired to the house to 
eject him. He found the house bar- 
ricaded from cgllar to garret. Wire- 
back was driven from room to room 
until eventually he took refuge in 
the garret, which had been strongly 
barricaded and access to which was 
only by a narrow stairway. He was 
armed with mi old muzzle loading 
shotgun, and from an aperture in 
the barricade he. had complete con- 
trol of the stairway. During one of 
the numerous parleys held with him 
he asked for Mr. Lnnclis, and the lat- 
ter ascended the steps, when Wire- 
back asked what would ba done for 
his (Wireback's) family if he should 
surrender. Landis made an equivo- 
cal answer, and ta moment later 
Wireback fired, blowing off the en- 
tire top of Landis' head Wireback 
an hour later surrendered. 
In tho 


trial that ensued the defense was in- 
sanity, and at times he became so 
violent that it was necessary to use 
force to'subdue Miin Several efforts 
were made for a rehearing, but with- 
out success. 


Funeral services were held st the 
E. church Sunday morning, conduct- 
ed by the pastor, Esv. L. C. Zimmer- 
man. A very large concourse of peo- 
ple gathered to pay this last tribute 
of respect to one who had earned a 
place in the esteem of the com- 
munity. 
She was a member of the 


M. E. church and as a devoted Chris- 
tian. 
Hi- loss falls heavily upon 


husband and parents, especially as 
lier death was sudden and unexpect- 
ed.

It consists simply of 
removing a ring of bark from the bear- 
ing arm between the main vine and 
the buds which art- to pioduce fruit the 
first season. Tliis does not Intel fere 
with the ascent of the sap, but it doe-, 
prevent the return of the food that has 
been formed in the leaves. The parts of 
tho brandi above I lie ring can draw 
upon all the food formed In the leaves 
of that branch. As a result the overfed 
hunches grow taster and become laigei' 
than they otherwise would. 


On-h«rd Treatment. 


Good drainage, natural or artificial. 


is essential to success. Trees are im- 
patient of wet feet. 


Good tillage increases the available 


food supply of the soil «ud also con- 
serves its moisture. 


Tillage should be begun just as soon 


as the ground is dry enough in <'>« 
spring, and should be repeated as often

The remedy for these apple failures

For the remainder, the treatment is 
eultUation, fertilization, spraying-the 
trinity of orthodox apple growing. 


Potash is the chief fertilizer to be ap 


plied to fruit trees, particularly after 
they come into bearing. 


Potash may be had in wood ashes 


and muriate of potash. It Is most com 
monly used in the latter form. An an- 
nual nplication of potash should be

upon bearing orchards,

pounds to the acre. 


Phosphoric acid is the second im- 


portant fertilizer to be applied art I 
flcially to orchards. Of the plain su- 
perphosphates from 3(K) to 500 pounds 
may be applied to the acre.

one stepped down from a car with dirli 
cnlty; unlit to be seen and unsafe to 
touch. The tirst move was to call the 
attention of tho mayor and municipal 
authorities to tho .subject; each saw 
the fenrfu'1 condition,' tmt' 110- one -cowM 
see a way out of it. They were too poor, 
too tired, too long Buffering and dis- 
couraged to start anything of them- 
selves. It was one of those cases where

by tho nurses, a kitchen provided with 
cooking utensils, a dining room (gener- 
ally with homemade 
tables), cupa, 


plates, knives, 'forks and spoons for all. 


"A small Hhiplnrnt of supplies is, or 


rather IMS been, sent from our ware- 
house in Havana or Mania Clara of food, 
unmade clothing'in'thu material—cali- 
co, gingham, cotton and jean. 
The 


children are gathered up, or, move 
properly, gatlier themselves np, in the 
stnmgo hope that something has come 
for them, taken into 
their homo, 


washed, treated for their sores and 
cutaneous diseases1, their 
filthy and 


dangerous rags burned until no cloth- 
ing is left, when, if no other made gar- 
ments are at hand, they are put into 
bed till tho ladies of the town, who 
Hock joyfully with their needles and 
sewing machines, can make tho necos- 
Wiry oim garment for each child, which 
takes them out of bed clean arid whole- 
some. 
The second day always finds 


them all up, dressed, fed, clean and 
happy. Sometimes there are not over 
o(), in other places 7i> or 80. 


"Tho people of the town nr,e so de- 


lighted with the change that they can- 
not do enough to help it along. The 
women, and especially theyonng ladies, 
volunteer tho making and mending of 
their clothes and go consecutively and 
teach and assist them in tho work of 
the home, for they will largely do their 
own work under instructions. 
The 


farmers volunteer to plow the gardens 
and more land when .needed and assist 
them in planting tho small seeds, such 
as children can do; we send tho seed of 
the best quality, spades, shovels, hoes, 
etc., and often good widowed mothers 
go to live with and help them. Next n 
loom is arranged for the school, and 
the sight that one sees through tears 
in these little waifs of misfortune sit- 
ting on their rude benches, all anima- 
tion, pointing out to each other the big 
letters in the little primer, trying to 
pronounce them correctly and plainly, 
poor l i t t l e (iod forsaken creatures that 
two days before were running 
the 


streets, a blight to themselves and a 
terror to other;:, now taken in, cared 
for, a whole town their patrons and 
protectors, to be loved and cherished an 
iia own, as indeed they are, and to be- 
come a part of it, for these townspeople 
will never desert or abandon them. 


"During seven days 1 was with Dr. 


Hnbhell's party visiting (.'ienfuegoa, 
Santa Clara and Sagna. Meanwhile 1 
saw between 400 and ft00 of these little 
waifs picked up in smaller towns by 
our people, put into asylums made by 
them in the time, and I ieft knowing 
that the next two weeks would double 
the number and that the end of the 
third week over a thousand of these 
heretofore helpless creatures would be 
safe in homes, happy, clean, well fed, 
instructed, and, best of all, at work 
and learning how to work. 


"I fear that none of us will be able 


to fully tell how helpful we are finding 
the officers of the army, who seem to 
be striving to carry out tho wishes of 
the secretary of war, your own and 
mine. Among them are old friends of 
the civil war. General Wilson and Colo- 
nel Noycs, whose generous assistance in 
plain rations is enabling us to push on 
tho work. Tho great need is for canvas 
cots, as we cannot make tho first move 
toward an asylum without beds. It is 
scarcely pc-isible to answer the requests 
for asylum?, now that they begin to 
know of them. Nothing is ever refused 
or withheld by any man, woman or 
child. The young ladies of tho towns 
aro banding together to help bring np 
these children. It is touching to see 
how these crushed people needed en- 
couragement, for the actual help given 
is really very small. They are largely 
doing is themselves, with the co-opera- 
tion of the army, with only such as it 
has in abundance, and is dealing out to 
•11. With that help and onrs 1 believe 
that eizht months will see these thou- 


sands of oYphiin tihildieu hi a hopeful 
way to a large.degvoii of. Keif guppprl... 
under the supervising care of the towns 
where their,.Hot has fallen,. 1 believe 
they will not prove a burden, but a help 
to those depleted communities, and the 
people themselves fee! tho same. 


"Assistance in the common rations 


of the array ure <jiiUo sufficient for 
these childron-T-ricc, some cut and lard 
to cook it with, coffee, bread, beans, 
fish and a little milk, along with what 
we can supply, and these asylums of 
children will get on very well. In ti 
year or two they should raise all they 
need."

Flint for tha constitutional govern- 
ment of Brazil, then at war with the 
rebel, Admiral Mellq, 


Renamed tho Nictheroy, the "sweet- 


heart ship," sailed for Brazil. She car- 
ried a formidable armament, chief of 
which was a 15 inch dynamite gun. So 
fearsome was she that the rebel fleet 
capitulated as soon as she hove in sight. 


At tha outbreak of the Spanish- 


American war the United Slates gov- 
ernment 
purchased 
the Nictheroy, 


rechristened her the Buffalo, and or- 
dered her hoinp. She left Riode Janeiro 
on May 5, 1 80S, convoyed by the Ore- 
gon nnd Marietta, and for many days 
no one knew her fate. ' But she dodged 
the 'Spanish fleet and reached Newport 
News on ,1une 7; safe and sound. There 
slui was thon -uglily overhauled, and 
has doiic excellent work for ,tl*o navy. 


Tho fair passengers who will sail on 


the Buffalo will be glad to hear that 
"she, is a lim; seagoing vessel, takes 
very little water and is not inclined to 
roll." So says her designer, Horace 
See.

The? Went Ont and Cnpie Bock on 


the Troopship Grunt—Their Father 
an Oincer In l/awt«n'« Army—Story 
of Charles' Uiinnwnj- Trip to the 
irront—Heading Letter*. 


Charles Mason, the 16-year-old son 


of Captain C. W. Mason of the Fourth 
infantry, now at Manila, and his little 
brother, Sanford, 9 years old, 
mved 


at New York recently, completing u 
circuit of the globe, most of which was 
made iu the troopship Grant. The boys 
spent lit days at Manila, with their fa- 
ther and returned alone. 
Although 


their stay in tlio Philippines was a 
short one, they were able to go about'a 
good deal, and the tale of their experi- 
ences is interesting. 


Tho Grant left New York on Jan. 10 


and arrived ;'it Manila on March 10. 
She carried upward of 2,000 men, and 
was uncomfortably crowded, especially 
when Colombo, Ceylon, was reached 
and extreme heat was encountered. At 
do port on the way were tho soldiers 
allowed to l^avo tho ship, but the two 
boys stretched their legs on shore at 
Gibraltar, Port Said and Colombo. At 
Port Said some of the soldiers and sail- 
ors protested against not having shore 
leave, and the night before the vessel 
sailed 20 of them slid down one of the 
cables and swam iishore. • When the 
Grant reached the end of tho canal, 
there were the deserters, waving their 
hats and clamoring to get aboard. They 
had gone along the canal by train. 


As the Grant steamed up Manila bay 


he met the Olympia and fired a rear 
'dmi'ral's salute "of "18' guns. 'To the 
iii-prise of those on board the troop- 
hip, tho 
Olympia 
signaled 
-back, 


'Guess again." Then they came to the 
inclusion that Dewey had been made 
idmiral and was entitled to 17 guns, 
vjbich were given him and ..duly nc- 
tnowledged. When tho troops went 
ishore, the boys went with them, 
marching up the Lnnettu to a spot 
ibout IJa miles from the city, where 
hey pitched their tents. As the men 
vere being formed intoLawton's flying 
jolumn Charles, the elder of the boys, 
put on a Khaki suit and stole away to 
he front without his father's know! 
>dge. In telling abont it tho other day 
icsaid: 


"The front lino of intrenchments at 


hat time was near tho church, just 
leyond Caloocan, and in order to get 
irit there I stole a ride on ono of tho 
nppl.y trains on the railroad. Near the 
;hurch were stationed the men of the 
Jtah battery and some Kansas men. 
They bad been living in the trencher 
'or weeks, and their clothes were some 
hing horrible. I took hold of the coa 
of one man to ask him a question ant 
•just pulled the whole back of it out, i' 
was so rotten from being slept in con 
stantly. 


The insurgent lines were 300 or !!00 


yards away, and the firing was inces 
saiit. Their marksmanship was pretty 
good, but they had a tendency to shoo 
nigh. While I was ill tho trench I go 
n few cracks at them with a revolver 
but it was dangerous business, and mei 
wore often hit around me from show 
ing too much of their heads. 
While 


WHS in the trench one of the Kansn 
men thought there was a Filipino in 
clump of bushes abont 50 yards awaj 
from our lines. He got so mad afte 
trying to dislodge the fellow that h 
jumped up and ran over to the bushes 
killed the man and ran back, pursue 
by a great volley. He got back withoti 
a scratch and took his place in th 
trench again with a laugh. Only whe 
thu mail came would the boys sto 
piiooting, and then each one wonl 
rend a part of his letter from horn 
aloud, while the others dropped gun 
and everything to listen. ..Even the off 
cera would come around and taka a 
interest in a private letter from h 
girl. 'All of tho men were full of fight 
The only thing they wanted was 
change of clothes:' " " 


"Near the ramp where we were tl 


men .of tho First California nnd Thu 
tfenth Minnesota were stationed, and 
got to know a. lot of . them.,.,.They ,a, 
wanted to get home, aa they were pre 
ty wnll worn out. Every other day a r 
port would be spread around that the 
were going home, and thero would 1: 
the wildest kin'd 'of a circus. In ti 
evening the report would be deniec 
and the men would look pretty glun 
They're not cowards, and they're iu 
full sympathy with the war, but .they 
think they ought to be relieved. 


"A lot of the men on the Grant were 


discharged when we reached Manila, 
and every one enlisted again. Corporal 
Burton, in my father's company, yvas 
discharged while he was in a hospital 
with smallpox, but he asked of nn offi- 
cer, upon getting his discharge, how 
long it was thought the war would last. 
The officer replied he thought it would 
last a long time yet. 
" 'Then I'll enlist for three years 


more,' he said, and he did. 


"It was great fun to go around the 


city and watch the people. Admiral 
Dewey was the real hero, and I saw 
him a lot of times. In tho morning 
about 11 o'clock he would go up tho 
river in his launch to the firing line, 
but he'd he back by-afternoori for his 
drive on the promenade. He had the 
swellest trig in .the.city. It was,-drawn 
by two little snowwbite ponies with a 
Fjlipin.9 coachman in livery pn the box. 
Ho was generally followed by the other 
carriages, but he always got the head 
of the line and the people stood around 
and gazed at him wherever he went."
